MWFES monitored a dispatch by Mono County for AVFD to respond to a structure fire iil base housing. Immediately folloWing 
the monitored dispatch, the housing gate patrol radioed COritrol advising of a series of explosions and a hOuse on· fire at base 

housing, and requesting base fire tO respond. Control tone<h.JS out and We responded with inyself in the Squad, a· crew of 3 
in the engine and 2 In the ambulanCe. En route to the Scene radto traffiC Was monitOred from AVFD advising of a working 

incident, with several sertously inju'red victims and CPR ·m progress. -~ 
Upon anival·at the scene, we found a dupleX style hoUSing unit. with the left half of the structure severely damaged by an 

apparent explOSion and the debris pile Well involved in fire. All structures immediatelY adjacent to the 1'gr0und zero" structure 
also had sustained heavy damage.' Many walking wounded were obserVed in the area with a jOint 1aw enforcement element 
establishing crowd control. AVFD was already on scene wltft·an engine and a litlllty. A defenSiVe attack was in progress with 

two 21/2 inch lines and a fixed monitOr. Mono, MediC 1 was treating a female with extensiVe bums and 1 deceased victim 

was loCated in front of the right side dwelling 'of the 'duplex. MWFES engine 30 was assigned as back up and establisting a 

secondary water SUPPly; Ambulance 71 was directed to a ilearby residence to treat a male bum victim. MWFES chief 5200 
arrived on scene and AVFD bansferred Command to him witti'-l\VFD chief aSsuming operations.
